•Suiulay ovoiiiin;. U'iio news tliat Konie nii.s- 
fortunc had befallen the steunicr wos not 
altogether unexpected, for she was several 
days overdue, anil grave doubts had been 
already e.vprcssed in regard to her safely. 
None, liowcver, were prepared for the in- 
telligence of so serious an accident, and the 
meagre news of tho wreck soon becainu the 
all-absorbing topic of ccmver.'sation ii|)oii 
every street corner. 

Upon tile arrival of the lioscowitz, w hich 
brmi.Ljlit down several of the sbi]'Wieekc'l 
paascnger.s uiul one of the ci-lw, full iletails 
1)1 tlie disaster were olil.iinod. The acfiilejit 
oeciiircd on l''riilay, ,lmie l.'ilh, on the ilmvii 
trip, betwcoii .Skidegate harbor anil Rose 
spii, 'I'he steamer wn.s proceeilin;^' at full 
speed, about thirteen Iciiots, with tlie fair- 
est sky and Sica iinagiiiablt;. ('apt. W. ,1. 
.Smith, who hail only a few da^-s bulure a.s- 
sunied oommand, •wn.n in tlie wheel house 
when, without the sQg^test warniog, the 
steamer crashed upoa^' 

i.ONd i:i;i;f of sni.MKKCKii itorivS, 
ruiiniiiL: out about two miles from White 
(,'lilV, Tlien^ w.is scarcely a rip|)le on tlic 
sen, anil un uasii was oljser\ able about llii- 
trearlicioiis I'ocks to mark their existence. 
Witli the w.iy the .sti-amer had on, .she was 
can iud hi;;li nii on the ja).'i;eil l eef, the 
rorlvs tcariUL; great holes in her liottoni. Jn 
less th.-in a I'niiiiite «i time she lay fast be- 
tween t A'l) blL! boulder 1, lui an even keel, 
the w;'.ter pimrinL; into lier. In less than 
ten niiiiules the ini-ushing torrent hail ex- 
tinijuislicd the eiigini: .oom lir<:.s, ami otii- 
eius, men anil pa'isci|i.'ets realized tlial it 
would be useless to attempt to do anylliin^ 
towards saeing tlic ship. The boats win e 
lowered — one couht Mtep lioni tlie niuin 
ileel; into tlieni — and mails ami passengers 
embarUed- 'I'he aiiehols bad been let go to 
hold the ship until the crew could return 
to her; mid, leaving a dead Chinamen, wlio 
M-as being brou";ht to Vietoria for shipment

of the Sardonyx, the four boats started for 
.Skiilegate. thirty miles distant, which was 
reaelied safely at l'J.:i,"i o'ldock .^ .tuiday 
imnniug. It was half tide \.!.e.i toe ship 
struck, ami the genei d opiniuii was that 
when lliu w.aer reei.': .' the back of tlii! 
Bteamer would break, ami no more would 
be seen of her in any form btit that of 
wreckage cast upon the shore. 'J'lie line 
of rocks upon which she came to grief could 
not he found markeii upon any of the 
charts, ami the conelusion to which the 
Captain was forced was that itwas of recent 
origin— probably being

At tho time tlie steamer was wrecked she 
had little freight on board, the greater part 
of it being salt remaining lo be discharged 
for the canneries, ami .supplies for tiic 
islands lisliiiig stations. 'I'liere were four- 
teen passengers on hoard, seveu 
Indiana and seven whites, among them 
P>ev. Mr. Miller of .Skiileg ite, Mr. Gordon 
of Toronto; .Mr. (Jeorge [..aing, superin- 
tendent of .igencies of the Uritisli Kuipiro 
insurance Co., of .Montreal; and Mr. John- 
son, the sjiccial agent of the company for 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Luing was one of the passengons 
ilown by the Boscowitz, and his story of tho 
wreck, as told to a CoiflSlST reporter yes- 
terday, is as follows. Said hu : "On all

there was one thing noticeable to me, and 
it was the great care takitn by C'apt. iSiiiilh. 
A more careful iiiiin could not be found, and 
not till.' slightest blame can possibly .alta.:!! 
to him in any way. We had a big lot of 
up freight, \\itli wliieli we reached the iVaas 
safely and got li.ieic to I'ort .Simpson. We. 
sailed frnni that port at .'i. 1.") I'ri- 
day morning for .Skideg,ite, and at 
ahonl l..'!ll, the same aflernoon, 
stiuci; the n ef fnll on. The sliorc, 1 slio.ilil 
juilgi', wrMilil lie about two miles away. It 
was llu! coast ol (JiMliam Ishiiiil, thiily-six 
miles to the north of Skidegate. We soon 
found the ship filling and were obliged to

We reached our |iort safely at about half an 
hour after midnight , and snon were enjoy- 
ing the hnspllablc cue of Rev. .Mr. Miller.

The sea, at high tide, 
hail broken completely over )ier; anil at low 
tide I he side nearer 1 be shore was in six 
feut of water. We biunil the interior of the 
ship all broken up — lliu staterooms were 
full (if water, the doors were swinging both 
ways, everything v.'iis racked, lloaliiig and 
desolate. The hold was full oT water, and 
almost everything ]iorlahlii had lieen ap- 
]iropriated, prcsumaldy by Indian visitors. 
We left tho helpless steamer at 7 a. in. on 
.Sunday, with a favorable but light wind, 
which died away ir. leas than an hour, leav- 
ing us to find our way over the sea wil lumt 
even a single pair of oars. At tlireo o'clock 
fortune relented; we got a good wind, 
which increased towards sunset to

At about a quarter past eleven we made a 
auocesBfuI landing on Goschen Island, where 



after a tiresome search , vro found a quiet 
hay iiud a sandy beaoh^ ' Fifty feet from our 
landing, wo found, as if Providence had 
provided it for us, a cedar hut. A fire was 
soon hluzing, and before it' bur bloukets 
were hung to dry. Then oame supper — 
colTee, liatn, potatoes aiid biscuits — after 
which we resigned ourselves to sweet, sound 
.sleep. Wo were up bright and early and 
bad breakfast, and then prepared for our 
departure. Our beat, with thp going out of 
the liilc, had been left 70 feet from the 
water, and so considerable time was taken 
in again lloating her. The 

lli;.M- rV OF THE SCESERV 
I shall never forget; it was such as ilelied 
description. The ipiiet waters of the bay, 
the eodar covered islands, the hold rocks, 
the open water beyond — everything was 
pieturesipte, and all formed one beautiful 
picture as the rising sun warned us that we 
niust luse no time in once more embarking. 
At nine o'clock we hud our sail hoisted, and 
headed for Inverness on the north arm of 
the Skeena, where wo arrived the same 
afternoon. We came down by the Hosco- 
witz, and tho captain, purser, engineer and 
the major portion of the crow remained to 
do what they could at the wreck. When 
we reached iiiveriicss, Mr. .Stapledon and 
his bookkeeper, Mr, Kobertsou, received us 
with the greatest kindness, and we can not 
praise too highly their hospitality. Tlnu'e 
is still, I think, a pi'oapect of saving the 
nuieliinery, but if anything is done in that 
direction it must lie done ipiickly. The lirst 
gale that conins will nusuredly complete the 
deslriietiou of the K>;u'ilonyx. "

valuable." 

S. P. .Stairs, of Halifax, says two Cana- 
dian cordage coiiipaiiies which were incor- 
porated last week, iiave Heonieil control of 
all the cordage factories in Canada, except 
the rnie at lh aiit ford. This will be obtained 
in the i veiil of the l''.iiglisli .syndicate, which 
has lirst oll'er, declining to take the busi- 
nesa. The reason for ceiisolidatiiig the 
cordage business of Canada, is to enable the 
companies to obtain advantage of tlio re- 
duced (irices in raw in.'iteriol by co-opera- 
tion with the States syndicate, which now 
controls the world'.s supply. 

Ifon. .Mr. Tupper says the instructlona to 
the lisliery ]iroteetion cruisers are the same 
aa last year. The men are armed with 
batons, as it takes too long to instruct them 
in the use of cutlasses.

A 
light between two of the opposing parties 
iinally starftd, und in less than five minutes 
a regular battle was in progress, sticks, 
lists, nails and axes being the weapons used. 
The Ja|)s, though loss in number, proved 
the better lighters, and soon drove the Chit 
neso inside of their boardinc-heuso, which 
was quickly locked against the fierce fisher- 
men. 

Not heiag able to gain admittance by 
either door or window, tho Japs quickly 
tore out the end of the building, fought 
their way inside, and then the battle be- 
came tcrrilic. l"ur over an hour the 
struggle eontimied, and was only stopped 
by the complete rout of the Chinese, who 
were thrown through the window or kicked 
out of ihe dodrs. One iiiiui was terribly 
injured and will probably die, and more 
than thirty rcceiveii serious injuries. .Mr. 
Moresljy, of Westminster, got word of the 
battle, anil re, idled the scene at ten p. ui. 
He returned here this evening bringing 25 
prisoners with him.

" w to test tho feelings of the electorate Oil 
iqucblion of seeking re-election. The 
peraiico leaders held a meeting to-night 
_issued a manifesto declaring the gov- 
^[Unent's scheme worse than useless, and 
ntirely misleading. The principal of com- 
pensation remains untouched, and must be 
overthrown. The temperance party is 
therefore resolved to continue, its strenuous 
opposition, relying upon the .country for 
support. 

Tlie Itiilie of C larence. 
London, June 23, — The House of Lords 
was tilled with peers and other privileged 

persons this evening, on the occasion of the 
administration of the peers' oath to the 
newly createil Ibike of ('larciice (Prince 
Albert Victor of Wales). The Queen's 
message to the lords, formally announcing 
tho bestowal of ducal rank upon tho prince, 
and cstabliahing his status in the order of 
precedence, was read, by which it is or- 
dered that he take precedence after 
the Duke of Connaught, but before 
the Duke of Albany. The procession 
then entered, headed by Admiral Sir Jas. 
R. Drnmniond, gentleman usher of the 
black rod, followed by the Duke of Clar- 
ence, with his sponsors, the Prince of 
Wales, his father; and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, his uncle, all in their ducal robes. 
.'\fter the usual formalities, the Duke of 
Clarence took the |)cet 's oath, and signed 
the rolls. He was then coiiilucteil to the 
bar, where he bowed thrice to the throne. 
The Lord High t'lianccUor acknowledged 
the salute. He was next conducted to the 
chair of state, and shook hands with tho 
Lord Chancellor, soon after which he with- 
drew. 

The Police SUnatlou. 

Lo.VDON, Juno 23. — The police situation 
is rapidly growing more serious, and the 
flrcmcn have taken a hand in the practice 

now general among public employes of air- 
ing their grievauces. The latter have 
loilgid a atrimg ]ietilion with Capt. Shaw, 
chief uf the lire brigade, hir a general 
aiiielior.il ion of their condition bj' an in- 
crease of \\'agi.-s, a rednclioii of lioiirs, and a 
lailical iiuprovement in the cliai- 
aeter of the quarters jirovided for 
llieiii.

The C. P. R. Co. 'a stores at Donald 
have furnishod during tho montli of May 
$30,000 worth of supplies to the con- 
struction of the Columbia & Kootenay 
railwfiy. 

Thomus Stoveiis (known by tho name 
of Ike Stevens) died at lUooillowaet 
Thursday noon very suddenly. He had 
gone up from Revelstoke on the morning 
train, apparently in his usual health, and 
'walked to Swan Anderson's hotel witli 
sonio slight assistanoo. Sitting down ho 
at onco couijilainod of being sick and 
asked to bo taken to a bed, but was un- 
able to reach it and sank down on the 
floor, dyinf; almost immediately. 

A court of assize was held at Donald 
on Monday, Judge Walkem presiding. 
The only case of interest was that of 
Frank Provost, cbar^'cd with tho killing 
of .Jusoph La Page, in llio 
Upper Kootenay country, souiu tinio 
ago. The all'air was tho outconio of 
a quarrel between Llio men niuntinncd, 
'when tho accused (in self defence, it was 
alleged) struck the deceased across the 
arm with a billiard cue, which splinter- 
ing, inflicted a wound upon his forehead, 
La Pago dying aliortly after, it was 
thought, as tlie result of the blow, and the 
defendant was arrestod. IMcdioal tusti- 
uiony, however, went to show that tho 
blow had in no way con'ribiitud to hia 
death, the deceased having died froui dis- 
ease superinduced by oxceasivo use of 
alcohol c stimulanta. Tlio prisoner was 
accordingly ac<iuitted. 

KOOTK.VAY LAKE. 

Tliu victim of tiie stabbing affi-ay at 
Nelaon is doing well and no fear is enter- 
tained for his recovery, though his useful- 
ness for hard work is forever destroyed. 
The prisoner Brady was transferred to 
Officer Kirkiip, who loft wi h him f a* 
lievolstoke on tlie way to Kaniloops, 
'^vliere lie will be tried at the next assizes. 

At Nelson buildiugs are going up in all 
directions; a great many prospectors are 
still in town owing to the backwardness 
of the season. Tho Hall and Poorinan 
are the only two proi)erties really work- 
ing up to the present, but in a few day.s 
aolive (jpurations will be coninienced nn 
tho Tough Nut, tho Cottonwood Creek 
mines and otliers. 

At Hot Springs the properties are look- 
ing well as far as developed, and i' is ex- 
pected that in the neighborhood of §50,- 
000 will be spent in development work in 
this carip this season.

GKANU BAZAAR 

In Louaon for the Hplseoiiallan Clerg.v of 
Victoria, ii. C. 

Tho Manchester (iuardiau of .Juno 4th, 
just to hand, reports that the day before 
the Princess Louise assisted at two chari- 
table functions. It says: — 

"The Duko of Wellington's Riding 
School was i)rettily doconited and well 
tilled with gaily dressed ladies this after- 
noon, when thu Princess Louise opened a 
bazaar in aid of tho Bislu)p Hills Clergy 
Endowment Fund. Thirty-ono years ago 
Lady Burdott-Coutts gave i'L'a.OOD to 
found ;v bishopric in British Columbia, 
and Bishop Hills, then vicar of Great 
Yarmouth, was consecrated the first 
bishop, and Htiil remains at Ins post. 
Fuither funds are wanted for tho clergy, 
and hence this bazaar, though it was not 
made ajiparent why the colonists cannot 
pay for their own 'clergy. Among thu 
stallholders wore Lady Burdett-Cout.ts, 
who had a handsome collection (jf Indian 
and Eastern pottery; Lady Hatherton, 
who .s<ild b'Miks, and Lady Macdonald of 
the Isle.-), wlio served tea and cake. 

Tho Princess L<juiso also ojiuned an ex- 
hibition pnnnoted by tho "Uocrcativo 
Evening Schools Association." The work 
of tliis society, which is in harmony with, 
but (|uito distinct from, tho Home Arts 
Association, has greatly increased of late. 
In London .alonu abeut 10,000 children 
attend the classes. These cla.sses are in- 
tended for boys and girls above Hi and 
under 18, of whom, it is calculated, there 
are half a millimi in Lmidoii. The asso- 
ciation aims at saving thcni fnun some of 
tho ovils ami dangers of a town lifu, and 
throwing around them tho shield of a 
kindly svaijiathv. In the night classes 
boys and girls aVo taught object Ipssona 
in 'simple .science, (made as attractive as 
possible by means of limeli-bt), history 
and geography, cla.ss singing. hanill)ell 
ringing, musical drill, Indian cluli exer- 
cises, modelling, working in wood .and 
metal, and basket making. Thu exhibition 
now open contains works of art and 
utility, done by London and country 
scholars, many of whom seem to have at- 
tained euiisiderable priiticiency in repousse 
wm-k and wood carving. An exhibit of 
very pretty chip baskets from Conneinara 
had a special interest.

Now, it is t}io Columbian, of Now West- 
minster, which truckles to tlio single tax 
socialists. It makes ix distinction between 
property in land and other kinds of pro- 
perty. It admits that to take a man's 
watch from him without paying him for 
it ia robbery, but it will not say the same 
about a man's lot, A man labors for a 
. month and out of his savings he is able 
to buy a watch. Ho works for four or 
five years and by denyinj; himself and his 
family many things he saves enough to 
buy ii ])ieco of land. Yet the Columbian 
would liave its readers heliovo that tho 
land, which was paid for by tho savings 
of four years' toil, is not as much the 
man's own as the watch which he pi>id 
for out of the savings of a month's work. 
It would put the men who stole the watch 
iu the penitentiary, but would make tho 
man who stole the land prime minister. 
The Columbian holds that to tax the pro- 
duct of tho land is tho same thing as to 
ateal the land. 

Things have cunio to a very bad pass 
in this pmviiico when its newspapers 
openly advocate robbery, and when tho 
leaders of the Oppo.sition in parliament 
•publicly countenance the advocates of a 
policy of wholesale spoliation. 

It may be said that the Columbian is 
t«o ignorant and too stupid to know 
whiit it is doing when it favora the aboli- 
tion of private property in liind. That ia 
very likely. But there are times when men 
cannot afford to despise ig loranco and 
stupidity. When ignorant men and men 
who are intoUecLually too .sliort-sightod to 
to seo the true nature of the principles 
they advocate, or tho consc(iuonces to 
which they lead, teach periiirinu.s doc- 
trines and make converts, it is time for 
those who have a stoke in the country— 
those who would be the first victims of 
the plunderers — to unite for their own 
protection. They should take measures 
to have the true nature of tho immoral 
teachings of tho agitators exposed, and 
tlioy should at once and forever withdraw 
tlioir Kujiporl from any public man, no 
iiiattor who he ia or to what 
jiarty he belongs, who has anything 
to do directly or indireclly witli the men 
who are trying to jjor.suadf the eloctor.s 
that it is not only not wrong but j)er- 
feotly right to take from the owners of 
land their property. 

When the newspapers and such publio 
men as Mr. John Grant and Mr. Robert 
Beaven find it to their interest to truckle 
to these socLiIists it is time for the ownor.s 
of property of all classes to bo on their 
guard.

NOT BANKRUFT. 

In an article on the "Bankrupt Prov- 
inces," tho Toronto Mail speaks of Prince 
Edward Island as if it woro in a bail linan- 
ciiil condition. It says that it is "run- 
ning behind at tlie rate of §20,000 a 
year." This ia in a aenso true, hut 
nevertheless there is no iirovinco of the 
Dominion in a bettor financial condition 
than that little island. It owes nothing 
and it is not taxed. Hero lies the secret 
of its running behind. It has tried since 
it went into Confederation to live off tho 
Dominion and -it has very nearly succeed- 
ed. Except in the two towns, Char- 
lottetown and Sunimerside, there is 
no local ta.vation. Thore are no country 
municipalities. The provincial legislature 
provides for all local wants, education, 
roads, bridges, poor, &c, Tho only tax 
the farmer pays is an old land tax of a 
trifle — less than two dollars — on every 
hundred acres, and a small assessment to 
provide tho school house and to keep it 
in repair. The Davios ( ioveriimeiit 
tried to introduce the principle of local 
assessment, but as soon as the electors 
got tho chance thoy sent him to the 
right-about, and the i)rovinco has ever 
since had very little revenue, except 
what it gets from the Dominion. The 
Government, having the fate of the 
Davies administration before its eyes, 
is afraid to pass an assessment act, and 
so it drifts on depending upon providence 
or ou windfalls from the Dominion. If 
Prince Edward Island was taxed half 
as heavily as this or any othor of the 
provinces for local purposes it would 
hiivo iill the money it needs and some- 
thing over. But tho rural population 
refuses to bu taxed and the conHCi|iienco 
is that (he jn'ovince is falling behind. 
But the dolicit is no sign of povorty. 
All that it indicates ia that the farmers 
are impatient of taxation and that the 
legislature is too much afraid of them to 
impose the taxes that are absolutely 
required, and, that in all the other 
provinces are more or less cheerfully paid. 



We BOO that the 'i'inios comes out as far 
as it daru in favor of tho policy of plun- 
der. It misi'opresents tho fundamental 
principle of siuslo tax. It says tliat it ia 
equality of taxation. It is nothing of the 
kind. It is' "appropriation" of the rent 
of land, it is making tho land of the 
country the property of tho State. That 
is tlio fujidauicnt;d jirinciple of Henry 
fieorgo's system of single tax, and those 
who say it is anything olso aro trying to 
deceive and hoodwink tho jniblic. This 
is what Henry George himself said a few 
weeks ago in Melbourne, Australia: 

"All thoy need to do was to impose, in 
the form of a tax, an obligaticjii on tlie 
holder of valuidile hiTid tliat would take 
for tho common good a premium amount- 
ing to tho value of tho special privilege 
that ho held. That was what he (Uoorgo) 
aimed at by tho singlo-tax." 

What does tho Times hope to gain by 
quibbling and equiv(3catiug ? Does it ox- 



ENFOROE THE LA W. 

It is greatly to be regretted that tli 
laws against gambling are not enforced in 
this city. It is well known that gam- 
bling in many forms is carried on within 
the city's bounds, and that nothing 
done to check it. It ia true that the 
ptdico now and then feel it to be their 
duty to preserve the morals of Cliina- 
town by raiding a g;iinbling den fro 
([ueiited chiefly by the heathen Chinee, 
but the more dangerous saloons and 
other gambling places where white inen 
waste their time and their money, and 
where many nf them are ruined, are in 
dulgently loft alone. Wo would not 
have the police; less severe on Chinese 
gambling, but we would have them do 
their duty, by fearlessly and impartially 
enforcing the laws against gambling by 
white men. It does look most incon 
sistent to see the law enforced against 
Chinamen while white men are alh.wed 
to violate it with impunity. 

The harm that the habit of gainbliiig 
does in the community is incalculable. 
That it gives a number of unprincipled 
men a, chance to prey upon the publie is 
the least of its evils. If tho gambling 
Wits done among professional gamblers 
alone harm enough would be done. But 
these professional gamblers must have 
their victims. Those victims are too often 
young men who have to make their wuy 
m the world and who are tlie hope of 
their families. These young men acquire 
the habit of gambling in jilaces iu which, 
if the law were carried out, tiiere woiiiil 
l)c no ganililing. Tliuy begin liy thmwing 
dice fin' tho drinks or tho ciL'ais, .iii'i souii 
learn to play for liigli si nkcs. Thr ilcsc'ot 
to Averntis is proverbially ea.sy, and these 
men have ac([uired a taste for 'tjambling 
before they bolievod tliuniselves to bo in 
danger. 

Are the city authorities by their sLek- 
ncss and by tho persistence with which 
they sluit their eyes to what is going <in 
around them, to be accessories to the ruin 
of many young men in this city and to 
tlio irreparable injury done lo many 
more / 

Ah long as tiiey allow the laws 
against gambling to be, as far 
as white men are concerned, a 
dead letter, thoy are tho accomplices of 
tho keepers of gambling hells and of pro- 
fessional gamblers. They help these 
classes to prey upon the public. There 
is no getting out of this dilonima. There 
aro laws against gambling. Thoy are the 
men whose business it is to enforci! those 
laws. If evil con3'j<|ueiicea follow the 
habitual violation of tlio laws they are 
responsible fiU' those conse(|iiencua, and 
are quite as guilty as the vitjlatons of tho 
law thimiaelvos. 

Wo should liko to know why this in- 
iquity of gambling by wliite men is 
winked at by tho police or those whoso 
duty it is to instruct the police and to see 
that they enforce the laws. It is simijly 
folly to suppose that they are ignorant of 
what is going on. They cannot be ignor- 
ant of what is known to persons who 
have not nearly so many or such good op- 
portunities of knowing what is taking I 



place in the city at all hours of 
the day and the night. It may 
bo that they are reluctant to inter- 
fere ill what they look upon as tho harni- 
loas amusements of the "boys." They do 
iKit want to bo di.sagreuablo and to make 
enemies out of men that they liko and who 
do not belong to thecriminid class. There 
may bo a good deal in this. But the 
aulliorities should try and realize that 
gambling is not a liariiiloss amusement, 
but that it is to very many who indulge 
in it moai; harmful, and that they uio 
acting as the friends of the "boys" and 
not as their enemies when thoy do what 
they can to prevent their going to tho 
bud by the gambler's road. If the city 
authorities realized tlnit every gambling 
place in this city is a nuisance, und that 
it is their duty to the community to cl(,so 
every one of iheni, whether frequented 
by white men or Chinamen, they would 
bestir themBolves to enforce the law, and 
earn for themselves tho thanks of every 
right-minded and conscientious man and 
woman in the city. 



THE RIGHT RING. 

The tone of the London Times with re- 
spect to tho Bohring's Sea (|Uestioti is 
linn and decided. It evidently does not 
think that (!re;it Britain ought tost ind 
by with foMed arms while her subjects 
aro being tre:ited with insult and coii- 
tiiiiiely. It is its opinion tliat Itiitisli 
subjectH ahouldbe prcjtected in Behring'a 
.Sc.H as u (11 as everywhere else. This is 
what it says in its leader of Juno 4th : 

"For a long time pwt, as our readers 
aro awnrt", negotiiitions have been iieiid- 
in-between Her Majesty's (iovernmeiit 
and the ( oivernnient ot the I'nitecl Slaliis 
with re.spoet to I lie i i';hls of British sub- 
jects to engage in the seal (iahing oil' tho 
coasts of .-Uaska anti in Bohring's Sea. 
We recently publishc ii, liowever, news to 
the effect that while tho di|)loiiia ists were 
still nt v.Mi'k, and while tho (pics- 
t;on w:i i being discussed whether 
or iiid, British-born subjects had 
any right wlintever to engage in 
seal-tisliiii:; in the v,-ido expanses of 
rieliiin'.;'.-. Sei, the American Secretary of 
.'^t:ae, ac uij, no doubt, unUer [larly 
pressuie, had gone btick to tlio position 
In^ .appeared to have abiuidoned and had 
induced rresident Harrison to issue u 
proclam.ation, on March 25, closing Beh- 
ring'a Sea U) all jiersons not licensed by 
the ( ojvermnent at Washington to hunt 
for and e;ipture fur seals. In eonse- 
<Hience, about a fortnight .ago, three 
cruisers were onlercd li.. start fr<na tlie 
Pacific coast ports, and to join I lie Aniei i 
can wur-ship already stationed oil the 
seaboard of Alaska. British vessiils of 
war must inevitably bo ordered to follow 
tho American cruisers to .Alaskan wa'ers, 
in order to givt; etiicicnt jirotecioii— 
more ellicicnt, it is to bo trust- 
ed, in the future than it has been 
in the p:ist— to our Cana.lian fellow-sub- 
jects against outrages justilied neither by 
municipal law nor by treaty obligations. 
Of course, wo need hardly say that con- 
sidcnitiotis both of prudence and of 
courtesy would restrain British and Am- 
erican "ollicers from doing anything to 
ag^'i-avate the bitterness of the dispute, 
btit It is obviously impossible that naval 
stiuadrons enforcing mutually incompati- 
ble rights should remain facing each 
other without exerting a paralysing effect 
over the conciliatory operations of di- 
plomacy. 

" The points in dispute between the 
British and the American (iovernments 
in regard to the rights of seal fishing in 
Behrin'_''s Sea are assuredly not of a 
character which can bu settled by con- 
fronting gunboats with gunboats .and 
cruisers with cruisers. That is a method 
of dealing with teiTitorial contr(jv. rsies 
which has too often disturbed the iie.ice 
of the world. We do not knrnv why .^Ir. 
Blaine should withdraw froiii his aijp.arent 
desire to arrive at a di])lom:itie set tlemeni 
of the aiiair, unless, in .senile of the under- 
groiitid movements of politics in the 
Suites, he has once moro been subjected 
to the pressure of the Irish- American 
enemies of this country."

Through the inside plas- 
t -ring ventilators arc also disposed, and in 
this way it is expected that it will be possi- 
ble to keep the rice in the best condition.

'J'lieir record 
entitles tlieiii to I .illifiilly apply to tin 
selves tlie term "downy jail birds of a 
feather," but ll, •dunisiiics.i of their actions 
show that tlioy ■ no means worked skil- 
fully together a- . n-ough thi i wicked world 
they roamed. .Mi. .Satmcade was present 
and ile[)osi'il a.s to his place li.iviiig been 
broken into; .'^ergeaiit Walker testilieil to 
the arrest, and .Matilda Coates, of West- 
minster, gave evidence to the ofl'ect that 
she had been given some of the rings stolen. 
Mr. Safocade,tliejo pliilaiitliropists consider- 
ed as : 

'"I'lio sonrolil gent, wliose worship vllois dross, 
\Ve hate to see a-waliowiiij,' in tin. 

' Taint "cause our K.iiu lo him is loss. 
We eases him 'c.iUm) avarice is sin." 

.•\iid so they took ailvantago of his absence 
on a constilutiiinal promenade and, acting 
in accordance with the above doctrine, they 
"eased" him of a sum of money and sei ei.d 
articles of jewelry. Craigie made a state- 
ment, which Sawyer categorically contra- 
dicted. Craigie stated thai on the Hth lie 
met S.Lwyer, who a.skeil him to go to West- 
minster, st.,iliiig that he (Sawyer) had just 
le a haul out of iiM Franks"; be showed 
Craigie some ,>'()(), several rings and a gold 
buckle, and gave the latter .■J'JU, some of the 
l ings and the buckle. They went to Suan- 
icli, thence to t owichaii, where they stayed 
two days, going on to Nanaiino uiid after- 
wards to Westminster. Here their peregri- 
nations " tlirjugh this wicked win id " 
were summarily checked by the police. 
Craigie afterwards entered tho witness box 
ami re stated his ease as evidence against 
Sawyer, 'f'lio boy was evidently not proud 
of his connection, although he may not be 
the concentrated essence of all that is 
angelic himself. 

Sawyer also made n statement, which dif- 
fered from Craigic's only in tlu! facts that 
the amount taken was about .'j.SO inste.id of 
.■?()(!, and it was ( 'raigic who asked him to 
travel on Mr. Isaacs' money and jewelery; 
and not he who asked Craigie. This ;vas a 
complication of all'airs that was mii xpccteil, 
anil showed that there was a marked divcis- 
ity of opinion between this " pliilaiitliropic 
eou])le, "

i;aRIjY BACKWOODS SKETCHES. 

Mr. Gilbert Parker luterfists an Aiipreetatlve 
Andienco With Settlers* Lives In 
Anstralla and Canada. 

The institution of the leoturiug platform 
dates from the birth of railways on this 
continent, and as each mile of rail was laid, 
there was placed ou tho platform an addi- 
tional lecturer. Some, like Max O'Rcil, 
li'ivc hccome famous ; they have struck out 
in entirely new channels and soon their 
ideas beoanie so peculiarly their own that 
anyone who touched on anything even siiii- 
ilur was at oiico detected in any part of tin: 
world and branded as a plagiarist. But 
there is a somewbal older insLiliition, of 
which the "lecturer" is a iiioderii type, and 
that is the reciter. The former is generally 
a man who takes a railroad trip or a steam- 
boat journey, and on bis rotiirn, gives a 
"lecture." Kven in this iiiaiiy men of keen 
obsurving powers have made fame. Tho 
latter "recites" works by well-known auth- 
ors 08 a rule, bat sometimes his own. Mr. 



Gilbert Parker must be classed among re- 
citers, and popular reciters ai-o few. Tho 
public taste is not in tlieir dirrctiuii ; the 
liking for them is generally, pe liaps e:;- 
clusis-ely, confined totlielitcrary . ircle to bo 
found in most comiiiiiiiiiies. It \sas, there- 
fore, not a matter for r-'iisiderablo 
wonder when a not very In: ;e audience 
greeted Mr. Parker last evening in the lec- 
ture hall of St. Andrew's Cliurc . He tidd 
" stories " of Canadian and Am .ruliun life; 
some were good, but iioiio origin, il, either in 
the idea or the telling. An audienco likes 
to know its lecturer or sometliiiig tibout 
him, otbiunviso half thu timu is lost in 
getting " in touch " v.'ith tl\c apcaker. Mr. 
I'urkcr was not introduced; therein he was 
at a disadvantage. His first "story" was 
one of the Canadian backwoods, which was 
not interesting; neither was 'he seeoiid, 
which was about a "sugar oil';" both were 
well told, us far as the inuteriu! would al 
low, although yi great deal of Mi. Parker's 
powerful declamatory tifl'orla seemed to be 
iiiispluced. Il the third "story" here- 
cited a tulo branching from a man with a 
poor opinion of Canada, on to a love story 
of a "rebel." There was no oonuectiou 
between the two, but the first led into a 
really pathetic story, told with considernlale 
pathos and moving power, and its recital 
w on tho genuine applause it fully deserved. 

Tho next was an episode of Australian 
life, rather true to nature for tho woods of 
that far-off land are the homes of many a 
lonely heart, with a Secret story of sorrow 
and s.uliiess. In this effort the reciter rose 
to a considerable height, ho moved his 
audience, but tho interest Hugged when the 
scene of the tale was brought over lo Kng- 
land. Why was tho conclusion not kejit in 
the southern continent; an audience is 
mentally disturbed when it lias to travel 
mentally with its subject except in tlie ease 
of stcreopticaii views, wliero llio mind ami 
eyes are at nuce caught. However, Mr. 
I'arker scori il in this and the following 
recital, no small success. 

The last story was that of " Adam 
Henry ',s Fiddle," aiiul her buckwoods sketch. 
\Vho ever has he.iril the old recitation of a 
farmers aocount of Uul liii.steiii at the 
Jiiaiio, ill wliieli liis marvellous powers are 
so stirringly and grapbically told, will have 
small dilliculty in recogiiisiiig the striking 
similarity between the two. ,\lr. Barker's 
is just the same, ailiiiirably tiild 'tis true, 
but ada|itcil to sliauty life, with sume 
domestic coloring and soiiiewliat more ro- 
mance iinil pathos. Mr. Parker may have 
been unhappy in his choice of subjects, for 
he gave ovidenco of better powers with 
bpttor material.

Interesting >'ews I vom tlie Hawaiian 
Capital— Political M attcrs— Social 
Events— Trade Concerns. 

Interview Witli a Well-lCnowu liesi- 
dent Who is in Victoria on 
a Short Visit. 



Mt^'Sl':)^^^ and 
. .«duncill()r at law, Honolulu, is ac present 
in town, on his way to -Washington tmil 
Oregon; which Iio visits by inatructions

Thoro 
ore circuit court judges on the different 
islaiidn as folliiws Havraii, 2; Mauai, Lauai 
and Kauai. There are also police and 
district judL;es. 

The Keforni (jovornniont which was in 
7)o\vur when Mr. Monsarrat left the 
islam! was lion. Mr. Thurston, Prondor 
and Minister of the Interior; Hon. 
Measrs. Ashford, Attorney General ; 
.lonathan Austin, Minister of Foreign 
Aflkirs; S. C. Daman, Minister of Fi- 
nance. The elections had given to the 
JS'atio- al Reform party a small niajori'y 
in the House, under a half-dozen, and 
they had tested their streuLjtli by carrying 
in on a strictly party vote, then' nonnnees 
for the othces of tlie House, viz. Hon. d. 
S. Walder, president, and the clork. The 
nobles and tlie commoners sat as one 
hody, the nobles being elected in certain 
proportions for 2, 4, or years, the 
tenure of seats by the representatives 
being two years only, l^io platform of 
both parties rt as almost identical. That 
of the National Keformors was a little 
more elaborate and by a combination 
between them and the working men 
party they had succeeded. They wished 
to restrain the Chinese and (ditain a more 
liberal Sunday law. The ])re.sent Ie;^'i.sla- 
tion was not quite as illiberal or as anti- 
quated as the Connecticut IJlue laws, but 
they prevented the openinj^ of bars or 
indulgence in any amusements un Sun- 
.day. A bill to amend the present cnact- 
Tnent had already been introduced by 
Hon. Jlr. McCartliy. 

The Princess Ijilinokolaiii had, 
thought by si;mo misunderstanding 
the part of Tin-; Colonist reporter, hi 
represented as " delicient in her cdu 
liunal outtit." It was true she did not 
entertain as much as peojile nnght desire, 
but she >vas very agreeable, pleasant and 
courteous. The no.xt heir to the throne 
after her, the Princess Kaiulanai,was the 
daughter of the late Princess Likeliko, 
wlioliadbeen married to IMr. Clegborn,and 
was being educated in England. She was 
about 15 years of age and would probably 
remain abroad until she had attained her 
mRj<jrity, 18 years of age. 

I'he sugar trade was attaining large 
proportions; but it was recognized that 
the nbolitiim of the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States would seriously 
reduce, if not idtopiether do away with 
the 70 per cent diviuends that were in 
some cases being paid the sug'ir eouuiany 
atock. The next most iuipurtaut, oiopof 
the islands was rice, the quality of w Inch 
was excellent. It was mainly worked by 
Ohniese. Of bananas there was a large 
-growth. There was but a small export of 
wool and a few hides. There was un- 
• qaoationably a great futin-e for colleo 
: growing,' but present facilities and ap- 
pointments were limited. However, 
with the investment of capita', the inter- 
est would bo a very gieat (Jiiu.''

Parliament was opeiietl on the "-'Ist May 
by the King and Queen in person, assisted 
and attended by tlio ollicers of H.M. 
C'liaiiipioii. Uuo of the burning questions 
that was expected to bo discussed was the 
American tariff on sugar, which was calcu- 
lated to seriously piejudicc the native in- 
terest. Upon this subject, if upon no other, 
it WIS expected that the govoriitnont M'ould 
be obliged to resign. 

All kinds of business wua in a llourishiug 
coadi^on, and on immensely aug- 
mented trade in cofifee was expect- 
ed owing 10 the high place tuken 
by the Hawaiian products at recent 
world's exhibitions. Money was plentiful, 
and the prospects for the future were most 
promising. -

From the Clir(jniclo Fire Tables, 
published in New York, and the sum- 
mary found in the last Dominion 1 nsur- 
anco Report, it ia learned that during the 
period luimed— 1875 to 18S!) inclusive — 
the lire insunmce conipaniea in the 
United States aud Canada have paid more 
than eight hundred and fif toon nnUlions 
of dollars to owners and holders of 
property destroyed by fire.
